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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: For examining purposes 
claim 1 1 has been examined as dependent from claim 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for an automatic purging of air to provide an effective 
incompressible working fluid, does not reasonably provide enablement for how over 
pressurization is prevented within the self contained fluid reservoir acting as a fail safe safety 
mechanism. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. Purging air from a hydraulic system reduces the compressibility of the fluid but does not 
prevent over pressurization of the system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6, 9, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US 6,575,331 to Peeler et al. 

Peeler shows a hydraulically and volumetrically dispensing system as seen in Figs. 1, 2, 7 
and 8, having a source of incompressible fluid 18, a mechanism 12 for applying pressure to the 
fluid 38, a flexible conduit 19 for carrying the fluid of a container made by syringe 16 and handle 
device 17 and a manual pressure realize mechanism 146. The syringe has a plunger 160 with a 
built in automatic air purge mechanism; see column 12, lines 34-54 and Figs. 8. The device of 
Peeler is used for medical procedures at suitable working pressures. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
6,575,331 to Peeler et al. in view of US 2003/0216692 Al to Fago et al. 

Peeler show all claimed features as discussed above except for the mechanism for 
applying pressure being hand held and having a trigger. Fago shows a hydraulic remote for a 
medical device as seen in Fig. 1, having a syringe 50 with a handle and trigger for the hand of a 
user. It would have been obvious to a person with ordinary skill at the time the invention was 
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made to modify the device of Peeler to include a hand held pressure actuator with a trigger to 
provide tactile feedback to an operator for improved control over dispensing as taught by Fago. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 6-9 and 11-14 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
